Page 99. For “Wautoga settlements” read “Watauga settlements.” 

With regard to the statement that in “1779” John Sevier “was still struggling to safeguard his once famous 
Free State of Frankland,” it must be said that Frankland was not organized until 1785, and that its name was 
subsequently changed to Franklin. 

The statement that James Robertson was “not yet thirty” in 1779 is incorrect, since he was born in June, 
1742, and was therefore in his thirty-eighth year in 1779. 

Page 100. By a transposition of titles John Sevier’s portrait is designated as that of James Robertson, and 
vice versa. 

Page 102. For “John Quincy Adams, senator,” read “Josiah Quincy, representative.” 

Page 233. The drawing of the “Thackeray Valentine” proves to have been the work of one of the daughters 
of Thackeray, and not of the novelist himself. 

Page 559. In the article on “Lincoln and Kentucky” the dates of the marriage bond and the wedding of 
Thomas Lincoln and Nancy Hanks are, apparently by errors in copying, given as June 10, 1805, and September 
22, 1805, while the facsimiles of the marriage bond, and of the marriage list of the officiating minister, as 
printed in Nicolay and Hay’s “Life,” show that the bond was given on June 10, 1806, and the ceremony oc- 
curred June 12, 1806. The county clerk, in copying the minister’s list, blundered as to the sequence of dates, 
and gave to the Lincolns the date belonging to the next couple on the list, which is the origin of the error by 
which the marriage, previous to the “Life,” had been dated September 23, 1806.
